2. Claims 1-27 had been previously canceled. 

3. Claims 28-47 have been amended. 

4. Claims 28-47 have been rejected. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or 
described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

6. Claims 28 and 39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(a) as being anticipate by 
Stepczyk et al, (Stepczyk), US 5,721,912 

As per claims 28 and 39, Stepczyk discloses: 

-a graphical user interface for a translation system (col 1 lines 65-67 - col 2 
lines 1-10) 

the translation system translating source elements of a source file into tanslation 
elements of a translation file, the user interface (abstract, Fig 8, col 9, lines 10-45_ 

- a source window operable to display at least a portion of a source file (col 9 
lines 10-30, Fig 8, col 19, lines 21-35) 

- a translation window operable to display ... window (col 9 lines 10-60, Fig 8) 
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- user input apparatus, the user input apparatus permitting a user to modify 
selected translation elements (col 19, ines 30-45). 

For claims 29-38, the user interface is shown in col 1 lines 65-67. For the rest 
of the limitations in claims 29-38, see the rejections in the previous office action 
mailed on 4/5/04. 

For claims 40-47, see the rejections in the previous office action mailed on 
4/5/04. 

Response to the argument 

(7) The applicant 1 s argument filed on 9/27/04 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. In the Remarks, the applicant has argued in substance: 

(1) Stepczyk (US 5,721 ,912) does not disclose the correction of a software 
translation file as present invention. 

Response: 

(1) The above limitation is not in the claims. 

(2) Stepczyk (US 5,721 ,912) does not disclose a comparison of source file and a 
translation file during a translation process. 

The above limitation is not in the claims. 

The independent claims recite the limitation like " a source window operable to 
display at least a portion of the source file and a translation window operable to display 
at least a portion of a translation file simultaneously with the source window" and " the 
user input apparatus permitting a user to modify selected translation elements" . 

Stepczyk (US 5,721,912) dislcoses the above limitations, see the rejection of 
claims 28 and 39 above.
